The  collectible  set  includes  an  uncirculated  quality  Woodrow  Wilson  Presidential  $1  Coin  and  a  bronze  medal  with  the  same 
likeness  of  Mrs.  Edith  Wilson  that  appears  on  the  First  Spouse  Gold  Coin  struck  in  her  honor.  The  coin  and  medal  are  enclosed 
in  a  durable  plastic  card  that  is  enhanced  with  beautiful  representations  of  the  portraits  of  the  President  and  Mrs.  Wilson. 
Historical  information  is  printed  on  the  back.
